Mr. T. C. Main, consulting engineer to 
Saskatchewan drought commiission, told a W 
nipeg audience what he would do to conserv 
moisture and end crop faijures in the semi-arid 
belt.

WHO OWNS THE RECEIVING SET? 


Parliament without dissent accepted the re- 
port of the radio investigating commission. Pre- 
mier Bennett gave notice of a bill authorizing 
the Government to appoint a commission to 
acquire and operate stations and regulate and 
control broadcasting in Canada. 

The assumption of course is that the bill will 
be passed at the present session, and the corn- 
mission appointed before the summer is ended.

That issue simply is whether the re- 
ceiving set for which he has paid good money 
is to be the property of the man who owns it, 
or whether it is to be commandeered by private 
interests and used to bombard him with what- 
ever they may be pleased or may think profit- 
able to send over the air. 

If the hundreds of thousands of listeners 
scattered all over Canada are wise they will 
keep the wires to Ottawa hot, and the mails 
heavily freighted, with demands that the report 
of the Morand committee be acted upon forth- 
with, the bill passed at the present session and 
the commission set up and set at work promptly. 


Forty Years Ago 


From the Files of the Edmonton Bulletin 


The necessity of a traffic bridge across the 
Saskatchewan river at Edmonton is being forced 
upon the public attention more strongly every day. 
The immense increase of travel ever since the coms 
pletion of the railway has rendered the ferry, 
which was formerly a not unpleasing incident in a 
long and wearisome journey, a veritable bar to 
progress. Now that our town council is cone 
sidering the question of raising money for per- 
manent improvements is the time to look this 
question squarely in the face and say whether we 
are willing to take such measures as shall ensure 
Edmonton remaining the trade and industrial cen- 
tre of this far Northwest, or—with powerful, active 
and heavily interested opponents against us—leave 
the matter to chance, or rather to them.

Of the six million unemployed in Germany, more 
than half are living on unemployment and emer- 
gency benefit and the remainder are for the most 
part dependent on relief, writes M. B. Palmer, act- 
ing trade commissioner in Hamburg, in the forth- 
coming issue of the Cornmercia!

Industry on the whole is working at 
40 per cent of capacity, industries manufacturing 
producers’ goods are working at 36 per cent and 
consumers’ industries at 50 per tent of capacity. 
The most important consumers’ industries, such as 
the textile industry, are about 40 per cent below the 
lowest ievel of the 1926 crisis, while the output of 
iron and steel is little more than one-third the 1926 


monthly averege.

| pay ere of the poor bruised little body of Baby 
Lindbergh should result in a fight to the death 
between the forces of law and order and the forces 
of gangdom in America. It would not be the first 
time in history that Death was swallowed up in 
victory. The sad end to this promising young life 
gives new meaning to the humorous sketch that 
appeared in Life, months before the kidnapping. 
Tt showed an aviator high in the skies, leaning out 
of his cockpit and hailing a passing flyer with the 
words: “Have you seen anything of the Lindbergh 
kid; he’s missing from home.”

IHOUGH the comment is “cheap” from one who 
knows no such sorrow, it is obvious that if 
Lindbergh at the outset had refused to bow the 
knee to organized gangdom, and had announced 
that he would lead a war against gangsterism in 
the name of his stolen child, he would have risen 
to a sublime height and performed a great na- 
tional service. Now that events have decided the 
issue of the little lad’s life, there is material for a 
great national uprising against the forces of or- 
ganized recketeering and gang-rule. Powerful as 
gangdom is in American city life, it couldn't last if 
a mass movement of the public rose in rebellion 
against it. Most of its strength comes from public 
antipathy to an alleged Prohibition, forced upon 
the nation by a majority of states containing a num- 
erical minority of the voting public.

IFE, even for the longest-lived of us, is only a 
matter of a few years. From the moment of 
birth we are living under a sentence of death. No 
matter how in health and safety we shrink from it, 
in the moment of sickness of imminent danger, 
death is deprived of the anticipated terrors. 

My brother Ernest, who was on the Lusitania 
when she was torpedoed, and who was over two 
hours in the water with only a deck-chair to sup- 
port himself and a little five-year-old girl he found 
alone on the deck as the vessel went down, tells 
me that the thing which stood out above all the 
horrors was the calmness of everybody facing the 
end. Even the little maiden, though her father, 
mother, two aunts, an uncle and three little bro- 
thers and sisters were all engulfed in the tragedy, 
prattled on in the water, from her secure position 
in the chair, about some little episode at the break- 
fast table that morning in which her baby brother 
had taken a part. Probably we all over-rate the 
terrors of death and the sadness of parting. 

This little blue-eyed, curly-headed comrade, 
whose coming delighted a continent and whose 
tragic end has shocked the world, may not have 
been sacrified for nought. An impossible situation 
has developed in America. Organized criminals 
have grown strong enough to challenge the state, 
The mass of the public have looked on with un- 
concern or amusement. 

Gangsters may rob banks or debauch police de- 
partments without hindrance. They may take jus- 
tice by the throat and defy organized authority. 
But they overstepped public apathy when they did 
this little life to death for the meanest of motives. 
Little dead baby Lindbergh may be a force for 
public safety beyond calculation. If this challenge 
goes unheeded, gangdom will have won a victory 
more appalling than any national defeat on the 
battlefield.

EER, which is the natural irrigator of British 
Columbia politics, is now a public issue in the 
sister province. 
When parties need funds, the easiest way is to 
raise the price of beer in the barrel. Evidence about 
the sums handed out by the brewing companies to 


moral and financial plane, given before the Customs 


enquiry a few years ago, reads like a chapter ou 
of Alice in Wonderland. 

With beer at a high price brewing be- 
comes a domestic art. Yet in B.C. it has never been 
publicly encouraged. At the provincial fair prizes 
are offered for the best bread and cakes and pies, 
but no promoter has been frank enough to offer 
prizes for the best home-brew—the one outstanding 
home industry. 

Pious merchants advertise in the papers bar- 
gain sales of necessary ingredients to make a brew. 
Recipes are handed around and secrets of the brew- 
ing craft are freely discussed. Yet governments 
whase friends had fattened at the mash-tub, so to 
speak, turned a blind eye towards the home brew 
industry. 

But last year, owing to the widespread popular- 
ity of the home-made fluid, the B.C. government 
lost estimated profits of $750,000 on the beer it 
didn’t ‘sell. Old man economic law has got a 
stranglehold on the situation, because for high edu- 
cational purposes the price of beer has been raised 
too often.

HOUGH the public of B.C. is indebted to beer 
for much of its oratory, the beer business can 
no longer raise the wind, much less float these ar- 
gosies of Purity and Truth on its foaming bosom. 
The higher the tax on beer the more popular he- 
comes home-brewing and lower falls the revenue 
from the liquor stores. 

So now the government of B.C. is seeking powers 
from Ottawa to put a tax on home-brew or the 
makings thereof. No fewer than three carloads of 
hops, malt and bottle caps are said to have gone 
to one merchant alone in one recent consignment. 
Having made about every eone@ivable blunder un- 
der Heaven since it took office, the Tolmie govern- 
ment now proposes either to prohibit home-brewing 
or to place a prohibitive tax on the materials. It 
doesn't offer to reduce prices. It will fight human 
nature on the one hand or the Canadian constitu- 
tion on the other, to try and ensure that beer shall 
only be made by professional brewers with kindly 
hearts. 

Thus the one distinetive hore industry in the 
province is to be saerificed that the foundation of 
B.C. political life may not be disturbed. 

London Standard: The cheapening of money is 
a cardinal point in the situation. Dear money im- 
poses on trade a burden which retards its advance 
towards prosperity. We must as speedily as possible 
get rid of our burdens if we are to move freely 
and fast.

Answer: Judging from the symptoms described 
in your letter, the young man is probably suffering 
from nocturnal epilepsy. This can usually be cor- 
rected by using a fasting and dieting regime, in- 
structions for which I will be glad to send you. 

Question: Mr. Gregory T. asks: “What causes 
swelling of the eyelids?” 

Answer: Swelling of the eyelids often accom- 
panies such diseases as nephritis, anemia, diabetes, 
trichiniasis, or angio-neurotic edema. Of course, 
some local condition, such as urticaria or erysipelas, 
might be responsible. You can see by this that a 
careful physical examination would be necessary. 

Questioo: Mrs. B. writes: “I am 60 years old, very 
stout and Jook healthy, but am most miserable. I 
have lumbago, constipation and suffer from a very 
bitter taste in my mouth which makes me sick to 
my stomach. Please advise me what to do.”

“BOOSTING” EMPIRE TRADE 

Manitoba Free Press: The Free Press has been 
shown an invoice of British goods, worsteds, with a 
transcript of the Customs taxation levied upon the 
consignment. The amount of the bill was 29 pounds 
eight shillings and ninepence or in Canadian money 
on the day of its receipt, $121.18. The ad valorem 
rate of duty was 27'2 per cent., which most people, 
we should think, would regard as high enough in 
itself. But this is the way the Customs officials, 
under instructions from the Government, proceeded 
to assess the penalties. 

The 27'% per cent duty was not levied upon the 
actual value of $121.18, but on a value of $142 ar- 
rived at by assuming that the British pound is worth 
$4.86 in our money. This amounted to $35.15. To 
this was added the specific duty of 25 cents a pound 
(this impost dates from Sept., 1920) and duty on the 
packing. This resulted in an additional charge of 
$26.85. 

Then there was the little matter of the dumping 
duty. ‘Though for the levying of the ad valorem 
rate the department insists upon regarding the 
pound as worth $4.86, it nobly conceded, in caleu- 
lating the dumping duty, that the pound is worth 
$1.40. It is not worth that, of course, and has not 
been since September last when the currency was 
divorced from gold. Upon the difference between 
this arbitrary valuation and the real value the 
dumping duty was levied; this amounted to $5.88. 
But the end is not yet. There was then added the 
three per cent primage tax or $6.18. The sales tax 
was also added but as this is an internal tax as well 
it is not included in this calculation. 

Adding up the various levies it is found that a 
total duty of $74.06 was levied upon a consignment 
ot British goods of the value of $121.18. This is an 
ad valorem rate of over 61 per cent. This rate is 
levied against British goods which are supposed to 
have a preference in this country. It has been jacked 
up to this height for the purpose of either keeping 
out these British goods altogether or of forcing the 
price to a point which will enable a good round 
price to be charged for the competing cloth of 
domestic manufacture, 

A duty of thse proportions is an outrage. It can- 
not be defended upon any grounds whatever. It is 
an affront to Great Britain inviting and justifying

ef our primary products,

That may well be the case; and 
just as likely it may not. Here 
ar two families in both of which 
there are four daughters. In the 
one three daughters have dark 


eyes and light hair. The blue eyes 
come from the mother. We don't 
stop to inquire whether blue eyes 
run in the family or how many of 
the mother’s sister® or brothers 


had blue eyes, because we are 
content to have it come out as it 
will. In the other family of four 
daughters three are very tall and 
the fourth of ordinary height. The 
parents were both tall. We don't 
ask how far short stature may 
also run in that family. But if one 
memper differs from the rest in 
being mentally peculiar, we im- 
mediately begin to inquire how 
far that runs in the family. Yet 
the answer is the same. The tend- 
ency to nervous disorder runs in 
families. But it runs in such a 
way that most of the chances we 
take in marriage are perfectly 
legitimate. Some are not. 

We rarely have enough data to 
classify many members of a large 


family. Here is a case of a young 
man who is a marked neuras- 
thenic. So is his mother. They 


have many symptoms in common, 
Did the son inherit them from his 
mother? Two other children are 
normal. Suppose that this young 
man’s mother had died and he had 
been brought up by his aunt, and 
she had a breakdown just before 
his own. No one would be likely 
to say that he inherited the tend- 
ency from his aunt, becausq we 
think of heredity too closely in 
the parent-child relation. But if 
it runs in the family, it means 
that he and his aunt got it from a 
common strain, as also did his mo- 
ther, just as they might all be 
musical, anl in musical ability 
nephew and aunt might be more 
alike than mother and son

Soviet Children A 
Mentally Adult Club | 
Women Told in N.Y. 


Lady Ravensdale Declares 
They Amaze Their | 
Own Parents 


NEW YORK, N.Y., May 13.—Can- 
adian, British and children of Unit- 
ed States are “becoming little more 
than intellectual imbeciles,” when 
compared with children of the same 
age in Russia,” deciared Baroness 
Ravensdale, eldest daughter of the 
late Lord Curzon, addressing the 
Women's City Club here. 

She said she had been completely 
bewildered time and again by the 
things little Russian children knew 
and talked about. She had no idea 
“what this tremendous training of 
the young brain” would bring to these 
children in after years 

“We do not yet know whether they 
will go mad or become mental 
wrecks or whether they will develop 
into brilliant citizens of the state,” 
Lady Ravensdale said. She had ob- 
served, however, that some Com- 
munist men and women “were per- 
fectly petrified in the presence of 
their own children.” | 

“The children of the Soviet,” she 
continued, “are definite entities. They: 
are citizens and somehow you do not 
feel] the precociousness about them 
that would characterize the advanced 
British or North American child. They 
seem to possess and to express the 
articulate convictions of their souls
